cannot bo kept in circulation along with 
gold by means of any ratio tho law of 
any one country may attempt to estab- 
lish between the two metals, and that 
the only way to secure tho use of both at 
the flame time is to make one of them 
tho standard of value and so limit the 
coinage of the other that the govern- 
ment which isauea them and receives 
them for public dues may he able at all 
times to maintain their exchange abil- 
ity, either directly or indirectly and 
tb roil nh tho operation of its financial 
system. I am, therefore, in favor of tho 
preservation ol the existing standard of 
value with such use of full legal tender 
ailver coiue aud paper convertible into 
coin on demand, IIH can be maintained 
without impairing or endangering the 
credit of tho government or diminishing 
the purchasing or debt paying power of 
the money in llio hands of the people. 
This is what I ineao by the term 'bound 
money' and, in my opinion, it is what is 
meant by an overwhelming majority of 
the opponents of free coinage at the 
ratio of Hi to J. This is neither gold 
monometallism nor silver monometal- 
lism, but it moans that one standard of 
measure of value shall bo maintained, 
and that all forma of standard coins in 
nsu shall be kept equal to that standard 
in the purchase of commodities and in 
tlio payment of debts. 


"How lonir do you suppose the $02r»,- 


000,000 of gold in this country would 
remain here and bo need as money un- 
der a free coinage policy? Tlio great 
financial institutions, which own and 
hold in their vaulta much tho greater 
part of this gold, would at once sell it at 
a large premium for silver— about $2 for 
$1, or they would exchange it for silver 
bullion in the market at the ratio of 
thirty-two pounds of silver for each one 
pound of gold — have the 
thirty-two 


pounds of silver coined into dollars at 
tho expense of the people, and with this 
cheap money pay the demands of their 
depositors ami other creditors. 
Tho 


masses of tho people cannot do this, for 
they have no gold, nnr have they any 
silver bullion to be coined attheexpeneo 
of the government. If tho immediate 
effects of the adoption of a free coinage 
policy ut the ratio of l(i to 1 would be to 
contract thu currency to tho extent of 
about $(£5,000,000 by tho withdrawal of 
that amount of gold from circulation 
and from use as the basis of notes and 
other forms of credit, prices would not 
even nominally advance. On the con- 
trary, for tho lime being at least, this 
contraction would greatly reduce prices, 
because it would alarm tho country, de- 
stroy credit and undoubtedly produce 
the most disastrous financial disturb- 
ances this country has over witnessed,

The secretary reviewed the acts of tho 


laal Kepuuliciui administration and de- 
clared the present administration "found 
the lirinnciitl affair a of the government 
in a most unsatisfactory and precarious 
condition and rapidly growing worse. 
Unwise legislation had already pro- 
duced its inevitable results, and what- 
ever criticism the impatient spirit of a 
disappointed and restless people may 
have prompted them to make upon the 
present administration, I r.m sure im- 
partial History will place the responsi- 
bility for what has occurred where it 
properly belongs, and I am willing to 
wait until it is writtnu. 
"Whether we flhall continue to pre- 


serve our existing monetary system, un- 
der which all the dollars in use, whether 
they be gold, silver or paper, possess 
equal purchasing power in tlio markets, 
or provide by law for the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver dollars, con- 
taining -1 12)'a grains of standard silver, 
and make t^ium the units and measures 
of value in the exchange of commodities 
and in the payment of debts, is by far 
the most important question that has 
been presented for the consideration of 
this administration by this generation 
and that question now confronts us. It 
ia incumbent upon those who insist 
upon the adoption of this revolutionary 
policy to show plainly and conclusively 
in advance not only that it would re- 
sult in no injury, but that it would 
be 
positively beneficial,

his Attitude. 


.it leaat bo wholly useless. Thia cannot 
be done by appeals to the excited pas- 
sions and prejudices of the people, by 
attempts to array one class of our citi- 
xena or one section of our country 
against another, or by tlie uae of ex- 
travagant statements, unsupported by 
facts and reasons. The allegation, even 
if it were true, that a great crime was 
committed iu 1873, or at any other time, 
doea not prove, or even conduce to 
prove, that the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 10 to 1 would bo beneficial 
to the country under tho conditions now 
existing. But it is not true that the act 
o( 1873, which made the gold dollar the 
unit of value anil dropped the standard 
ailver dollar 
from the coinage, was 


passed by stealth, or that its purpose or 
efforta waa to deprive tho people of nee 
of any coin then in uae or then in exist- 
ence in this country. 
"The plain truth is that tins act of 


1873, •which has been the subject of ao 
much misapprehension and denuncia- 
tion, waa simply a legal recognition of a 
monetary condition which had existed 
in fact in this country for about thirty- 
five years, or ever since a short time 
after the passage of the coinage act of 
1834. The value of the United States 
note or greenback wfla always measured 
by gold and not by silver, and commodi- 
ties made a gold price and n paper price, 
but never a silver price, because ailver, 
oicept the half dollars, quarters and 
4tines coined under the act of 1853, had 
been out of use here for more than 
twenty years before the commencement 
of the war. 
"There was never in our whole his- 


tory one-third aa much local tender sil- 
yer in use in the United Statea at one 
time tie there is now, nnd it is used 
without depriving us of all our gold, 
which was never done before, bilver is 
not demonetized in this country, but its 
coinage has been so limited and regulat- 
ed by law and the financial affairs of 
the government have been so conducted 
that up to the present time its purchas- 
ing power has been preferred, and ita 
circulation to a largo amount haa been 
maintained concurrently and with other 
forma of money, notwithstanding it has 
been coined at ft ratio which docs not 
conform to the real value of tho metal 
contained in it. In the United States 
Rixteen pounds of ailvcr coined into 
<lollara will now purchase as much as 
one pound of gold coin, hut this would 
not be the case under a gyatem of 'reo 
and unlimited coinage on individual ac- 
count. 
"I have never been, and am not now, 


unfriendly to silver in the seneo of de- 
siring to see it excluded from the mone- 
tary system of the United Bute', or of 
any other country, bat I know that It 


prices—after tho first colliipae was over 
—on account of the reduced purchasing 
power of tlio dollar, aud at the tmmu 
time we would luivo for a long time 
fewer dollars to pay with. Common 
prudence would dictate that, when any 
considerable change is to he made in our 
monetary system, some provision should 
be madu in advance of the actual change 
for a gradual 
transition 
from 
the 


old-timo order of thiiucs to the now. 


It 18 well known personally to every 


gentleman in thin audience who is old 
inough to know what waa transpiring 
n 187;! that there waa not a dollar of 
illver in circulation at that date. The 
only metallic or redemption money in 
uae hero at that time waa gold, which 
amounted toonly$135,000,(iqd, including 
what the government waa using, whereas 
we now have about $625,000,000 in gold 
and ittfitf.C'tf.SVit in full legal tender sil- 
ver, besides $87,000,000 in subsidiary 
silver coin. If, therefore, prices have 
fallen since 1873, tlie decline has taken 
place in spite of the fact that our full 
legal tender metallic money has been 
increased until it now amounts to more 
than seven times as much as it did at 
that date, and consequently the alleged 
decline in prices must be attributed to 
some other cause than the demonetiza- 
tion of ailver. These facia prove not 
only that the demonetization of silver 
did not reduce the amount of redemp- 
tion money in Una country, but they 
prove also that tho fundamental propo- 
rtion of the advocates of free coinage ia 
ci:onomic»l and that prices are not fixed 
or regulated by tho amount of redemp- 
tion money alone for, if 
BO, prices 


ihould have increased since 1873, 


"Aa long as there appeared to be 


reasonable ground that silver could be 
raised to a parity of value with gold at 
the ratio of 10 to 1 by the separate ac- 
tion of the United States I waa willing 
to make the experiment, but 1 waa 
never willing to make it by legislation 
providing for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at that or any other 
ratio. The only speeches ever made in 
congresa on thin subject were delivered

posed. Fifteen years' experience, how- 
ever, demonstrated that those who be- 
lieved in 1S78 that a larger use of silver 
by the United Statea would enhance its 
price or value were mistaken. Instead of 
increasing the price of ailver it contin- 
ued to fall with greater rapidity than 
before, notwithstanding all the efforta 
made by our government to uphold it. 
The bullion contained in a silver dollar 
is worth only about one-half as much as 
the bullion contained in a gold dollar. 
The conditions have entirely changed 
since 1873, and I do not understand that 
even our free coinage frienda in Ken- 
tucky or elsewhere now contend that 
any legislation by thia country alone 
could place silver on a parity with gold 
at the ratio of Ifi to 1. On the contrary, 
they insist that the free and unlimited 
coinage of ailver at that ratio would 
give the people cheap money and I 
agree with them that it would have that 
effect, but it would not be cheap money 
if it were equal in value to gold. The 
speech made by me on the occasion re- 
ferred to'has been garbled and twieted

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Tho income 


tax law which has received ao large a 
share of public 
attention 
since the 


beginning of the regular session of the 
53d congress is a thing of the past. 
After being twice heard in the United 
States supreme court, it was finally de- 
cided today by the court to bo invalid 
and unconstitutional. 


There were four dissenting opinions 


delivered in these cnsea today, one each 
by Justices llarlan, Brown, Jackson and 
White, showing that the court had stood 
fivt* to four against tho law. inasmuch 
as one of these dissenting opinions was 
handed down by Justice .hickson, nnd as 
ho waa absent at the ttrst hearing when 
the court divided evenly on the ques- 
tion of sustaining the law on all points, 
except those us to the tax on incomes 
from rents and bonds, it follows thut 
one of tho members of the court who at 
lirst pronounced for thu law, except on 
those two points, changi:1.! his attitude 
after thu second argument. 


There ia very little question that Jus- 


tice Shiras is thu justice who changed 
his viewn on theao points. lie miulo no 
announcement either today or when the. 
lirst opinion was delivered a« to his 
opinion. While the opinion of tho chief 
justice was largely 11 review of tho gen- 
eral aspects of the questions involved, 
he based the opinion of tho court today 
upon the argument that tho provisions 
of tho lnw regarding the tux on rents 
and bonds wore so essentially a factor of 
it na to render all other parts of it de- 
>ondont on them, and in accordance 


ith tho well-known rule of lnw bearing 
[i this question the law us u whole must 
je declared invalid. 


Tho opinions of Juat-iceH llarlan and 


Vhite were concluded in language- so 
•igorons, and were HO emphatic in tho 
irraignnient of tho majority as to cause 
cry general comment. 
Both justices 


iidicated their belief that tho ruling 
opinion was revolutionary, and in li- 
mited that serioiiH consequences mi^lit 
jnsiie. Justice llarlan suggested thu 
lecessity for amending tho eonetitution 
n view of tho opinion.
